WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (UP) 


—A veteran State Department 
security officer has abruptly 
quit his job with a charge that 
the department is “permeated by 
fear and intimidation,” 


William D. Huskey, who in re- 
cent years has guarded all top 
foreign dignitaries visiting the 
United States, told a- reporter 
todav he resigned because he 
feit it was “impossible” to work 
under former FBI Agent Scott 
McLeod, department security 
chief. 

Huskey offered his resigna- 
tion last Friday in the midst of 
planning for the current visit of 
Turkish President Celal Bayar. 
The resignation was accepted as 
of close of business Monday. He 
had worked 12 years in the de- 
partment’s security division, 

“I agree wholeheartedly with 
Joseph C. Grew and Norman 
Armour.” Huskey said, “that the 
State Department is permeated 
by fear and intimidation.” 


Grew, Armour, and three 
other former high-ranking Amer- 
ican diplomats recently made 
this charge in a letter to the 
New York Times. 


Huskey said his friction with 
McLeod goes back many months, 
Hie said McLeod had once asked 
to see him, and before “the end 
of our conversation he had as- 
certained that I was a Demo- 
crat.” 

He said NelLeod thereafter 
made it clear this would not 
help Huskey in the State De- 
partment, and “the atmosphere 
from then on was unfriendly.” 

“There is one word Mr. Me- 
leod uses,” Huskey said. “I will 
always remember it—‘ruthless’. 
He said he would be ‘ruthless’ 
in his approach to security. And 
when I heard that I recoiled.” 

A State Department spokes- 
man's only comment on Hus- 
key's resignation was that “it 


was a personal decision volun- 
tarily submitted.”

subcommittee the same amount 
it had. last year for Communist 
and other inquiries, plus about 
$16,000 to employ a counsel and 
clerk assigned to its Democratic 
members. 

McCarthy originally had said 
he was going to ask for an in- 
crease in funds for his subcom- 
mittee, possibly for as much as 
$350,000. But he dropped the 
idea after Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, and’ some 
other Democrats indicated they 
would fight any increase. 

The three Democrats on the 
subcommittee, a part of the 
Rules group, resigned last July 
but agreed yesterday to return 
after McCarthy yielded to their 
cemands for a voice in the selec- 
tion of staff personnel. They 
had accused. him of ‘one-man 
rule.” McCarthy promised to 
welcome them back “with no 
hard feelings.” 

Peace Agreement. 

Senator McClellan (Dem.), 
Arkansas. who led the Demo- 
cratic walkout in protest against 
McCarthy's one-man rule, yes- 
terday made public a letter to 
'McCarthy formalizing the peace 
agreement under which the 
Democrats will receive spelled- 
out committee rights. 

“The proper democratic proc- 
esses respecting committee pro- 
cedure having been restored,” 
McClellan wrote, “the Demo- 
crats are now willing to serve as 
members of the subcommittee.”’ 

McClellan, the senior Demo- 
cratic member of the parent 
Committee on Government Op- 
erations, reassigned the three 
Democratic members who re- 
signed. He is one. The others 
are Senators Henry M. Jacskon. 
Washington, and Symington. 

McCarthy said he Would poll 
the full committee to confirm 
‘their return, but that as far as 
he is concerned they are full- 
fledged members now.

Hennings, one of four sena- 
| tors who submitted the first re-

The “which” clause, Hennings 
said in a statement distributed 
to reporters, 
in the amendment when it was 
introduced in January 1953 as 
Senate Joint Resolution One. 


Part of Second Resolution. 
The following month, Senator 


Arthur Watkins (Rep.), Utah, in- 


troduced Senate Joint Resolution 
43, which contained the “which” 
clause, and both proposals were 
considered by the Senate judici- 
arv committee, Hennings said. 

“The bill which the committee 
reported out, although listed as 
Senate Joint Resolution One, 
was far more restrictive and was, 
in fact, almost identical with the 
Watkins proposal,” Hennings 
added. 

“As a result, many Senators 
are withdrawing their support 
because they contend that the 
resolution as reported by the 
committee bears little resem- 
blance to the resolution as it 
was when they agreed to join 
as sponsors.” 

Hennings said the “which” 
clause, contained in section two 
of the present resolution, “is not 
only unwieldy, but in many in- 
stances would operate as an in- 
surmountable obstacle to the 
treaty-making power.” 

The clause provides that “a 
treaty shall become effective as

house and signed by the Presi- 


dent. 
“A bill. of course, may take

In addition to this procedure, 
Hennings continued, the clause 
would prevent a treaty from 
being valid “unless its subject 


matter fell within the legislative 
| powers delegated to the Federal 


Government. 

“This would prevent the 
President from negotiating trea- 
ties relating to such matters as 
the control of narcotics, the 
conservation of wildlife, the 
collection of debts and the status 
of troops and international or- 
ganizations unless treaties on 
these subjects were ratified by 
the legislatures of all 48 states, 


Effect on Atomic Control. 


“Experts in constitutional law 
have pointed out that this pro- 
vision would prohibit interna- 
tional agreements for the con- 
trol of atomic energy because 
any such plan would permit na- 
tions joining in the treaty to in- 
spect private property within 
the states, a power not express- 
ly delegated to the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

Hennings said some constitu-

SAIGON, Jan. 27 (AP)—The 
Communist-led Vietminh today 
launched a strong offensive on 
a 187-mile front in central In- 
dochina. The rebel troops have 
captured one French post and 
65 miles of a strategic highway 
in the Ifttle Kingdom of Laos.

tance of the attack were not yet | 


known here. 

A French spokesman said the 
attack took place between the 
French-held post of Seno in 


Laos and the town of Quang | 


Tri to the east, on the Annam 
coast, 

The assault paralleled the key 
highway No. 9 across the nar- 
row waist of Indochina. Sixty- 
five miles of the highway were 
overrun by the rebels ard the 
French post of Muong Phine, 
40 miles east of Seno, was 
taken. The French garrison at 
Muong Phine_ withdrew to 
Tchepone, 25 miles farther east. 

A French relief column which 
left the fortress of Seno fought 
a tough engagement with the 
forward units of the Vietminh 
between Seno and Muong Pha 
Lane. A French spokesman said 
the Vietminh suffered serious 
losses in the encounter. Several 
French vehicles were set afire. 

To the east, 14 miles from 
Quang Tri, the two posts were 
harassed by the rebel troops. 

To the north, French army 
headquarters at Hanoi an- 
nounced French Union troops 
killed 89 Vietminh and had cap- 
tured 80 others in a sharp clash 


in the Ninh Binh sector, 55) 


miles southeast of Hanoi in the 
Red river delta. An army spokes-

Among President’ Bayar's 
achievements, perhaps outstand- 
ing is that he gave Turkey its 
‘present two-party system and, 
in 1950, its first free election, 
‘ending 27 years of one-party 
rule. 

He is the first “civilian” 
head his government and 
first who was ‘‘duly elected’”’ 
that office. 

Abroad, by his participation in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, by being the first to 
offer to support to United States 
forces in Korea and by opening 
his country to foreign capital 
and trade, he has ceme to be 
regarded as the Western world’s 
stanchest ally in the Middle 
East.

This grew into Is 
Bankasi, one of the great bank- | 
ing houses of the Middle East. 


Takes Cabinet Post. | 


Premier Ismet Inonu, 
he was in constant conflict with ® 
that authoritarian statesman, He 
served continuously in that posi- 
tion until 1937, when Ataturk 
ousted Inonu and _= appointed 
Bayar as his Prime Minister. 

On Ataturk’s, death a year 
later, however, Bayar realized 
that the still insecure nation 
needed a_ soldier’s leadership 
and urged Inonu's election to 
the presidency by the Parlia- 
ment. He himself served as Re- 
publican deputy from Izmir. 

In 1945, feeling that Ataturk’s 
ideals were being betrayed by 
ithe party he had founded, Bavar 
resigned from the Republican 
party and, with three other dep- 
uties, formed the Democratic 
party. 

In the 1946 election the new 
party won only 60 seats. but tn 
1950, after Bayar had mobilized 
public opinion and forced 
through a really democratic elec- 
tion law, it won 396 out of 487.

The Starting Point 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 


“M.W.” has just reason to criti- 
cize the peor grammar he hears from 
high school graduates. But why is 
the blame for everything that’s de- 
ficient in ehildren put upon the 
elementary schools? 


I want “M.W.” to know that gram- 
mar —everything from periods to 
prepositions—is taught in the grade 
schools. Overcrowded classrooms of 
children with great differences in 
intelligence, transient pupils, and 
seven or eight other subjects to 
teach, make it hard for the elemen- 
tary sshoel teacher to produce for 
the high school a set of junior Adlai 
Stevensons. 


But despite difficulties, correct 
oral afd written expression is 
stressed from the time the child en- 
schoo], What 
“M.W.” may not realize is_ that 
speech is a form of communication 
dependent, especially in the early 
impressionable years, upon imitation. 

When, for the five years of pre- 
school existence, the child is com- 
municated with in such phrases as 
“Daddy says you ain’t gonna get no 
more candy,” “I seen you pick up 
them there cookies,’ and “He don't 
want you to sing, nohow,” the in- 
fant unconsciously accepts. these 
speech patterns as correct. Alas, he 
doesn't question their atrocious 
grammatical eonstruction. He can 
do naught but imitate them. 


The child brings to the grade 
schools these monsters of expression; 
and, for eight years, teachers labor 
to counteract the continuous nulli- 
fying influence of barbaric grammar 
in some homes. 


The results of daily instruction in 
correct language are obliterated also 
by the flagrant use of bad grammar 
in movies, on TV, in comic books, 
and other media of communication 
surrounding the child after school. 
If the adult world succumbs to, or 
even sanctions the lazy easiness of 
bad grammar, how. can children do 
else but adopt a similar path? 


Let’s have more criticism of bad 
grammar; we've been harping on it 
for years in the grade school. If 
more employers would emphasize the 
necessity for correct speech, per- 
haps more adults would cast off 
their mental laziness and begin 
speaking English around children. 
Some day people may realize that 
bad grammar, like juvenile delin- 
quency, begins at home.

Yes and No On Housing 


President Eisenhower's housing program, as 
outlined in his special message to Congress, is 
a curious hybrid. He begins with the basic as- 
sumptian that helping cities solve their slum 
clearance and housing problems is the proper 
business of the Federal Government. But when 
he comes to the crucial problem of how this 
is to be done, his policy bogs down in a fatal 
indecisiveness. 

The Administration cannot seem to make up 
its mind on public housing. In response to the 
real estate lobby’s long-standing attack on this 
method of housing low-income families dis- 
placed by slum clearance, the President pro- 
poses an alternative method—Government guar- 
antee of long-term mortgages on either new or 
existing houses. 

But the President apparently has so little 
faith in this alternative program that he also 
urges Congress to keep alive for at least four 
vears the present public housing program, Ap- 
parently the present program is to be continued 
as a backstop just in case the brave new pro- 
gram does not work. And yet the program is 
not to be large enough to make much of an 
impact nationally. President Eisenhower asks 
for 35.000 homes a year, which is one-fourth 
as many as were originally scheduled by the 
Housing Act of 1949, of which the late Robert A. 
Taft was a leading author, There is every likeli- 
hood that the Republican Congress, as it did 
last year, will reduce the Eisenhower figure 
still further. 

The President offers constructive proposals 
for broadening the federally aided slum clear- 
ance and urban redevelopment program, for 
conservation of neighborhoods threatened with 
blight, for reorganization of the Government's 
mortgage financing activities. 

But if the Government is going to be a 
partner in urban redevelopment, as he _ pro- 
poses, it ought to act in the most effective 
way. Congress should insist upon far more 
clarity than the Administration has yet shown 
before approving long-term guaranteed mort- 
gages aS a maybe-yes-maybe-no substitute for 
the provedly workable public housing program. 

Public housing may not be the perfect solu- 
tion, but it has two very definite virtues. 

First, it assures that any public subsidy shall 
benefit the low-income family. Who would be 
the beneficiary of guaranteed long-term mort- 
gages—the low-income family, or the owner of 
housing who thus unloaded his property on a 
protected market? 

Second, public housing assures that slum 
dwellings shall be replaced with sound new 
housing available to low-income groups. Would 
guaranteed mortgages give comparable assur- 
ance of adding to the housing supply? 

If Congress conscientiously seeks the answer 
to these and other questions it ‘s likely to find, 
we suspect, that one of the most effective 
ways for the Federal Government to act as a 
partner in urban redevelopment is through pub- 
lic housing. Congress may even find that urban 
redevelopment cannot begin at all unless there 
is a public housing program. 

If that is the conclusion, then what ought 
to be done is to pass the bill submitted by 
Representative Richard W. Bolling of Kansas 
City. The Bolling bill would restore the public 
housing program to 135,000 homes a year— 
the level originally planned by Senator Taft 
and his Democratic co-sponsors of the basic 
housing legislation which President Eisenhower 
now proposes to revise. 
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Asking the People’s Advice 

How can the plan for the proposed Metro- 
politan St. Louis Transit District be improved? 
In effect that question is being asked at a 
series of public meetings in city and county 
by the Freeholders who drew the plan, Citizens 
who believe they have a contribution to make 
ought to be on hand to speak their piece, for 
the question is addressed to them. 

The Freeholders who planned the proposed 
Metropolitan Sewer District: made more than 
50 changes in their work as a result of a simi- 
lar series of meetings. Those changes not only 
improved the sewer charter; they made it much 
more likely to be approved by the people in 
the Feb. 9 special election. There is no reason 
why individual citizens should not make similar 
contributions to the transit plan.

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The Lee Confirmation 

Confirmation of Robert E. Lee’s appointment 
to the FCC for a term running to 1961 was won 
under circumstances that can give little com- 
fort to the Administration. Those circumstances 
are the size and nature of the opposition. 
Twenty-five Senators votcd against confirming 
President Eisenhower's recess appointee, and a 
twenty-sixth was paired against. 

This is a larger adverse vote than that op- 
posed to such controversial Eisenhower ap- 
pointees as Albert M. Cole, Federal Housing 
Administrator; Edward F. Howrey, Federal 
Trade Commissioner, and Charles E, Bohlen, 
Ambassador to Russia, The Cole appointment 
was opposed by 18, the Bohlen appointment by 
13, and the Howrey confirmation by none, 

Three of the Senators who did not favor the 
confirmation of Mr. Lee are members of the 
President's own party—Senators Aiken of Ver- 
mont and Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, who 
voted nay, and Senator Flanders of Vermont, 
who was paired against. Of the 58 votes for 
confirmation, only 18 came from Democrats, 12 
of them Southern Democrats, The 22 Democrats 
who voted against confirmation belong princi- 
pally to the wing of the party which President 
Eisenhower looks to for the coalition necessary 
to put over his programs. 

Once again Missouri can take gratification in 
the votes of both its Senators—Hennings and 
Symington. They voted against confirmation, as 
did Senator Douglas, while Illinois’ other Sen- 
ator, Dirksen, joined Senator Bricker of Ohio 
in extolling Mr. Lee. The Senate’s lone Inde- 
pendent, Wayne Morse of Oregon, voted against 
‘confirmation, 

Senator Monroney of Oklahoma pitched the 
opposition to Lee on a high plane. He felt the 
nominee lacked the background ‘to be “a fight- 
er for freedom of speech and the right of dis- 
sent,” was not qualified to protect these “great 
traditions.” 

When so many object to the new FCC com- 
missioner on guch fundamental grounds, there 


is good assurance that his work will be care- 

fully watched. May his service on the commis- 

sion be more judicious, free of personal bias, 

and devoted to the public welfare, than his 

record up to now would indicate.

Gov. Cherry's Alert Example 

From Little Rock we learn that Gov. Francis 
Cherry of Arkansas commented in his Monday 
press conference on the editorial in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch entitled, “A Bucket of Cold 
Water.” This was the editorial which presented 
figures on population changes by states in the 
two years, 1950-52, indicating population trends 
since the 1950 census. 

Gov. Cherry, who is an alert executive, is 
genuinely concerned about this problem, For 
in the two years for which the Census Bureau 
has released estimates, Arkansas is calculated 
to have lost 65,511 pepple for a percentage of 
loss of 4.4, the heaviest rate of loss in the coun- 
try in that period. 

This problem, which is serious in Arkansas, 
{is also a Missouri problem. Missouri, for the 
first time in its history so far as we know, 
lost civilian population in the two years, 1950- 
52. The total is calculated at 15,000. While that 
is not a large total, the loss will reath 75,000 
in the decade at that rate. Moreover Missouri 
lost two seats in Congress after the 1950 cen- 
sus notwithstanding a population gain of 4.5. 

As our Sunday table showed, every one of 
Missouri's eight neighbors is either losing popu- 
lation or is gaining at less than the national 
rate of increase. This is a regional problem. 
Gov. Donnelly needs to take it up just as Gov. 
Cherry has done. So do other Governors — 
William G. Stratton of Illinois, William S. 
Beardsley of Iowa, Robert B. Crosby of Nebras- 
ka, Edward F, Arn of Kansas, Johnston Murray 
of Oklahoma, Frank G. Clement of Tennessee 
and Lawrence W. Wetherby of Kentucky. 

The first need is for the appointment of state 
groups to study the problem and recommend 
solutions within each state. Then a regional 
group consisting of members from each of the 
States can analyze the causes regionally. The 
decade is a third behind us. There is no time 
to waste! 
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Two Strike-V ote Policies 

Secretary of Labor Mitchell now says that 
federal strike polls should be held before a 
strike begins. This is the opposite of the idea 
credited to Secretary of Commerce Weeks that 
elections should be held during a strike. 

Mr. Mitchell’s testimony to the Senate Labor 
Committee represents an about-face. Two weeks 
ago, he said he would support the post-strike 
plan as introduced in a Senate bill, But this was 
a matter of loyalty, not conviction. He made it 
plain he did not like the bill but added, “This 
is a recommendation of the President, and I in- 
tend to support it.” 

In two weeks Secretary Mitchell has learned 
that this was actually a recommendation of Sec- 
retary Weeks, and that organized labor certainly 
would have none of it. Business groups likewise 
have doubts about the strike vote idea, as _§is 
clear from articles reprinted on this page from 
The Wall Street Journal and Business Week. 

No matter what ‘the timing of compulsory 
strike votes, there are disadvantages. Elections 
held after a strike starts would disrupt use of 
labor's traditional bargaining weapon. More- 
over, the votes might prolong disputes, since 
strikes average only about three weeks. 

But there are equally strong objections to 
holding elections before a strike is called, which 
Mr. Mitchell now proposes. Senator Ives pointed 
to the high costs involved. He also noted that 
pre-strike votes in the past have almost auto- 
matically resulted in votes to strike, That slams 
the strike threat on the bargaining table. It cer- 
tainly does not encourage a rational settlement. 

Secretary Mitchell was in an embarrassing 
situation in testifying on strike votes. He felt 
obliged to support a general policy on which he 
was not really consulted. As a result, the Labor 
Committee can now choose between two contra- 
dictory facets of Administration labor policy, 
with indications that it may choose neither.

Franco vs. England and France 

Generalissimo Franco seems to have been 
dreaming of the Spain of Charles V and Philip 
II. He has been harassing the French and telling 
the British what to do. He has been doing this 
with the support of rock-throwing student riot- 
ers and dissident Arab leaders. Their power adds 
up to something less than that of the Armada— 
of which there was little enough left after its 
encounter with Howard, Drake and the winds. 

The Franco regime has had the audacity to 
warn London not to have Queen Elizabeth— 
namesake of the Queen against whom the Arma- 
da was sent—stop off at Gibraltar on her current 
world tour. Despite continuing assaults on their 
Madrid embassy, the angry British have not 
even bothered to say an official: “She will!” 

The clash with France is more serious, coming 
in Morocco. This North African territory is still 
politically divided between France and Spain, 
thanks to French support of the hard-pressed 
Spaniards in the Riff war. The natives, how- 
ever, are under unified religious leadership 
headed up in the French colony. Now Madrid is 
seeking to take advantage of French preoccupa- 
tions elsewhere to break this old pattern and to 
strengthen the Spanish position. Warships have 
been sent to display the French tri-color. 

Neither France nor Spain can make too good 
a case for itself in North Africa. But there is 
trouble enough there without adding new quar- 
rels, If Franco believes that he can throw his 
weight around because of the new defense ar- 
rangements with the United States, he may find 
himself gravely mistaken. The American policy, 
he might remember, is not to split Europe with 
new rivalries, but to unify it in the face of the 
threat of Communist aggression. 

But as Defense Secretary Wilson, thinking of 
new United States bases in Spain, said: It’s hard 
to work with those who don't co-operate.

Suppose every change in the Taft- 
Hartley Act recommended by President 
Eisenhower were adopted. The labor 
relations of the average employer would 
be unaffected. But some unaverage 
employers would encounter these 
changes: 

The employer who filed an unfair 
labor practice charge or an election 
petition with NLRB—and only 946 em- 
ployers did so last year—would have to 
execute a non-Communist affidavit. 

If this firm were involved in a work 
stoppage—there were 5100 last year— 
he might very well conduct his bargain- 
ing differently. He wouldn't have to; 
but a rule that NLRB must poll strikers 
after a strike begins might induce an 
employer to withhold his best offer to 
the union until his employes were out 
and the referendum ready to be held. 

An employer in the. construction, 
amusement or maritime _ industries 
would have more freedom to make a 
contract with a union before he hired 
any labor; he could provide a union 
shop effective after seven days instead 
of the present 30. 


When a Union Goes on Strike 


A secondary empioyer—a company, 
for example, making parts assembled in 
another company's plant—to whom a 
boycott was extended when the primary 
company was struck would get no auto- 
matic protection from an injunction. 
The NLRB’s general counsel would 
have discretion, as he hasn’t now, to 
decide whether an injunction should 
be sought. 

Under the President’s program the 
opportunity—of which few employers 
have availed themselves so far—of peti- 
tioning for a representation election 
when_a union goes on strike for eco- 
nomic demands would be deferred for 
a year. This is a change aimed at what 
is populariy known as the “union bust- 
ing” section of the law. 

The change would make it difficult, 
if not impossible, for an employer to 
turn a strike into a union freeze-out. 
And a competing union wouldn't be 
able to challenge the striking union’s 
representation rights for four months. 

If an employer happens to be in one 
of those very, very rare industries 
(there was only one in all 1953) in 
which a strike or impending strike 
creates what in the President’s view is 
a national emergency, he’ll have some- 
thing new to think about if Congress 
passes the Eisenhower program. Up to 
now, special fact-finding boards have 
been limited to reporting facts. The 
President is asking for authority to call 
upon such boards to make nonbinding 
recommendations. 


Six Other Elements of Program 


In addition to these provisions, there 
are six other elements to Eisenhower's 
T-H revision program. Three of these 
are designed to make life a little 
simpler for unions: They limit union 
responsibility for acts of individual 
members by tightening the law’s defi- 
nition of “agency”; eliminate duplicat- 
ing requirements for filing financial 
and membership reports; and relieve 
a union of having to solicit new check- 
off authorizations for dues payments 
every year. 

The three remaining Eisenhower 
proposals may prove to be of the long- 
est-run importance. The first calls for 
an investigation, looking toward even- 
tual legislation, of welfare and pension 
funds covered by collective bargaining 
agreements. This could open up a whole 
new area of government regulations, 

The second of these proposals 
touches the highly contentious issue 
of state-federal jurisdiction over labor 
matters. The President would have 
the law clearly permit the states free- 
dom to deal with emergencies created 
by labor disputes. 

The final Eisenhower recommenda-

tion is the one most in keeping with 
the President's known desire to get 
labor problems settled on a local basis. 
It calls for the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service to impane! local 
boards to work for a settlement in dis- 
putes where an injunction is in effect. 


It was far too early to get any real 
sense of what Congress will do with 
this program. In the Senate, at least, 
the government-supervised strike vote 
is pure dynamite. If the strike vote 
proviso can be separated from an omni- 
bus bill, the other points may get by.

Danger in Fact-Finding Panels 


The changes the President proposes 
in the matter of representation elections 
and of contracts seem to us to improve 
the present law somewhat. Now it says 
that no employe on a money-gain strike 
may vote in such an election. The 
unions say this could lead to “union- 
busting,” for an employer may be able 
to hire new people and thus have the 
old union voted out. 


The contracts change requested would 
prevent the reopening of contracts dur- 
ing the period of their life unless both 
sides agreed or unless the contract so 
specified. This, surely, will make for 
Stabilization in labor relations. For 
there is no stability if either a company 
Or a union can reopen a written 
agreement at whim. 


We see some danger in the Presi- 
dent's request that fact-finding panels 
he appoints in following the law be 


empowered to bring in recommenda- 


tions as well. The next step is to em- 
power somebody to put those recom- 
mendations into effect and this is com- 
pulsory arbitration. And compulsory 
arbitration is the end of collective bar- 
gaining. 


The proposal that a secret strike 
vote of employes be taken by the Gov- 
ernment would appear to clutter up the 
bargaining procedure, for the plan is to 
take the vote after the strike has begun. 
A further and more important objec- 
tion to this idea is that it puts govern- 
ment more and more into the squabbles 
between management and labor instead 
of removing government from them. 


Between Book Ends 


The Need to (onsume 


THE STANDARDS WE RAISE. by Paul 

(Harper & Brother, 164 pqs., $2.50.) 

Mr. Mazur, who is a partner in a 
large New York investment banking 
house, argues in this challenging little 
book that the key to stable progress of 
the American economy is a shift in em- 
phasis from production to consumption. 
He contends that a high standard of 
living by increasing the consumption of 
goods and services acts as an economic 
sparkplug setting in motion our miracle 
of mass production, low costs and high 
wages. “Men’s appetite for goods must 
be increased if their standard of living 
is to be improved sufficiently to absorb 
increasing quantities of goods and 
thereby to maintain private competitive 
enterprise.” 


He admits that “socially, an improv- 
ing standard of living is, of course, de- 
sirable,’ but seems to think that the 
principal reason for the existence of 
such a standard is the maintenance of 
free private enterprise against govern- 
ment intervention, by insuring that 
goods produced will be taken off the 
market by consumers, 


These are provocative statements, es- 
pecially when we remember that since 
the days of Benjamin Franklin thrift 
ars saving have been emphasized not 
only as private virtues but also as 
means to national prosperity. During 
the 1930s Lord Keynes and his disci- 
ples did demonstrate theoretically that 
individual thrift does not always lead 
to national prosperity, but that, on the 
contrary, savings not invested may be 
an important cause of depression. 

According to the Keynesian econ- 
omists, however, it is not increased 
consumption but new investment which 
is the prime motivating force of pros- 
perity. Investment in raw materials, in 
machines, and in the training of human 
beings brings forth increased output, 
which when converted into individual 
incomes, makes possibie our cherished 
high standards of consumption. 

To be sure, as Mr. Mazur emphasizes 
repeatedly, continued production and 
prosperity of American industry does, 
indeed, depend largely upon increas- 
ingly high standards of consumption of 
the people. But, should a high standard 
of consumption be regarded as a means 
to prosperity—free entervrise or other- 
wise—or should it be justified, if at 
all, as a desirable end in and of itself? 
The author nowhere undertakes to 
show, as he well might have done, just 
how an increasing standard of material 
consumption serves, or might serve, as 
a means to “the good life.” This is per- 
haps the principal weakness of his book.

One million, three hundred | 
three thousand, three hundred 
thirty-six acres of Missouri land 
lie in the Clark and Mark Twain 
National forests. This is approx- 
imately 
timbered lands of the State. 
These two forests are owned by 
the United States and, there- 
fore, belong to the public. Anv- 
one may hunt or fish in them 
subject to the hunting regula- 
tions of the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission. There is no 
trespass law except in emer- 
gence and this law has been in- 
voked only one time since the 
forests were established. °* 

These national forests are 
managed to produce clear-run- 
ning streams and to check both 
floods and soil erosion through 
fire protection, proper cutting 
practices, and restoration of for- 
est and grazing cover to eroding 
areas not suitable for agricul- 
ture. Some of the best hunting, 
fishing, and recreavional areas 
in the Middle West are in the 
Clark and Mark Twain forests. 
Creeks and rivers provide fish- 
ing for bass, jack salmon, and 
panfish. Squirrels, deer, quail, 
and furbearers inhabit these 
forests and there are still a few 


flocks of wild turkey in their 
environs. Deer are present in 
great abundance. 


Broader Agreement Needed. 

There is in existence at pres- 
ent what is known as a ‘‘Mem- 
orandum of Co-operative Agree- 
ment” between the Missouri 
Conservaticeny Commission § and 
the Forest Service of the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture regarding the usage of the 
two national forests for the reg- 
ulation of wildiife management. 
This agreement sets forth the 
rights of the state agency to en- 
force the seasonal hunting and 
fishing regulations, as well as 
bag limits within the bounds of 
the national forests. The author- 
itv of the Conservation Commis- 
sion is very limited by this 
agreement, insomuch that the 


propagation of fish and game or | 


improvement of habitat can only 
at present be accomplished by 
specific authority for each and 
every work project that may be 
developed. There is no broad, 
flexible, or overall act to per- 
mit the state agency working ac- 


cess to areas where wildlife 
habitat could be greatly im- 
proved. | 

In the two national forests , 


there are some 15,000 acres of 
abandoned farms. and telephone, | 
power, and pipe lines that have 
cleared right-of-way. If the co- 
operative agreement between 
the state and federal agencies | 
could be broadened, these 15.- | 
000 acres cofild be planted to’ 
food and cover crops for wild- 


life. This acreage is widely scat- | | 
tered throughout the two na-| 


tional forests. and the tracts | 
vary from 2 to 150 acres. These 
areas should prove highly bene- 
ficial in reproducing quail, now 
in such short supply because of 


the vears of drouth and modern. 


farming practices. 


The Conservation Commission | 
is spending more than $1,000,000 | 


each year on habitat improve- | 
ment. No thinking sportsman | 
would criticize this expenditure. 
It is elementary knowledge that, 


if habitat is lost. the extinction | 


of game inevitably results. About 
128.500 pounds of sericea les- 
pedeza were given without cost 
to farmers, 4-H clubs, and 


sportsmeén for planting on erod- I 


ed areas. Eignt million multi- 
flora rose seedlings were plant- | 
ed and 


Unfortunately, the extreme 

drouth killed possiely 80 per 

cent of these plantings. 
Farmer-Hunter Problem. 


Even if all these efforts had | 


been a success, much of it. would 
have been on land where hunt- 
ing is prohibited to the rank 
and file of those who want to 


spend a few days afield. A great | 


majority ef farmers and land- 
owners save their wildlife sur- 
plus for their own families and 
close friends and they certainly 
are within their rights to do so. 
Neither would they be _ inter- 
ested in throwin their lands 
open to the public because of 
an offered share of the hunting 
license fee or cash prizes for 
habitat improvement. Farming 
today is a cold, calculated busi- 
ness proposition and wildlife is | 
merely a by-product. Until such 
time as wildlife will successfully 
compete with grain and live- 
stock as a cash emolument, it | 
will remain so. 

The two national forests in| 
Missouri, with their approximate 
1,500,000 acres, 
answer to the quail and small | 
game shortage. Each Year the | 
quail are more definitely chang- | 
ing their habitat and becoming | 
dwellers of the wvuods instead of | 
the fields. In days gone by, the 
quail hunter found the birds in 
the open fields and the woods 
fringes adjacent to the fields. 
Today the fields produce few 
birds and the nimrods who have 
recognized this change have bet- 
ter opportunities for a success- 
ful hunt in the forests than in 
the fields. 

If the “Memorandum of Co- 
operative Agreement” could be 
broadened, giving the state com- 
mfssion liberal authority 
quail and other wildlife habitat 
restoration, and some half of the 
million dollars now being used 
on farms could be allotted to 
the forests each year, it would 
go a long way in solving the 
problem. Nor would the hunter 
be plagued with “Keep Out” 
and “No Hunting” signs in this | 
publicly-owned area, and the 
farmer would be forever re- 
lieved of reluctantly saying “No” 
to the horde of hunters who 
descend on him each quail sea- 
son,

Roosevelt helped me, I wrote to Senators, Con- 
gressmen. and everyone put in a good word | 
for me. How could I live in America if I 
couldn't find work there? There are only four 
places where a movie actor can make pictures: 
Hollywood, London, Paris and Rome. I wanted 
to go back to the United States, but I couldn't 
make a living there. I finally proved to them 
that I had been in the United States during 
the last five years and I did not reside in only 
one fountry abroad during that time. Wash- 
ington gave me a two-year extension. I’ve been 
a citizen of the United States since 1909; I 
served in the American Army for three years. | 
I would never want to lose my citizenship.”

“BUT MR. VON STROHEIM, isn’t it true 
that during your great years in Hollywood you 
made a lot of money?”

Today, Manila 
couldn't move without this volunteer bus system.

A jeepney owner treats his transport like a lady. He 
polishes her.

Not every lady has a boyfriend. But every jeepney has. 
Well, statistically speaking. The 7000 islands of the 
archipelago were discovered by Magellan. Magellan was 
vn his way around the world. He stopped over to advise 
the natives he would take over for the King of Spain. 
This did not please the natives. Down on Mactan island, 
Chief Lapu-Lapu stuck a sharp spear in Magellan. Ma- 
gellan thereupon retired from the real estate business.

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Conquering Polio

ATHARINE PEARSON proves what courage and de- 
K termination can accomplish. Just a year ago she was 

in a respirator after being stricken with both bulbar 
and spinal polio. She was so sick that almost everyone 
except hér doctor and Katharine thought she would die. 

But because of her grit and 15 months of determined 
effort, Katharine recently re-entered the University of 
Kansas Medical Center Department of Nursing as a student 
nurse to complete the last nine months of her course and 
finally earn her degree. 
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‘ HERE’S THE STORY: Katharine was a senior student 
nurse when polio struck her in September 1952. She was 
acutely ill. She couldn’t even breathe for the next four 
months without the help of a respirator or positive pressure 
apparatus. A tracheotomy was necessary. 

With multiple paralyses, Katharine had plenty of 
reason to give up. But she didn’t. Her courage and hope 
were unshakable. As soon as she was able, Katharine 
started on physical therapy to restore strength to her leg 
muscles. In June 1953, accompanied by a classmate, she 
flew to Warm Springs, Ga., where she spent the next six 
months in the treatment center of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis. 

There, where she was being helped herself, Katharine 
helped other patients. Her happy disposition, courage and 
fine intellect couldn't remain idle even while she was 
struggling to recover from her own iliness. For instance, 
she gave speech classes for a little boy afflicted with 
cerebral palsy. 
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ON DEC. 23, 1953, Katharine Pearson returned to the 
Department of Nursing of the K.U. Medical Center, de- 
termined to finish her course. Special assignments were 
and will be necessary emphasizing intellectual rather than 
physical tasks until her muscle strength increases. Also, 
time must be set aside for her own recovery training, in- 
cluding two hours a day of physical therapy. 

As Miss E. M. Hill, director of the K.U. Department 
of Nursing, said, “Probably the greatest endowment that 
Katharine brings to any situation is her happy disposition 
and indomitable courage. At no time has she ever con- 
sidered defeat.” 

Miss Hill suggested that there are many areas of 
nursing where Katharine’s ability will be of value. With 
further education, Miss Pearson can bring her fine ability 
as a teacher to the education of future nurses. Certainly 
more teachers are needed if more nurses are to be 
graduated. 
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MISS HILL ADDED, “There is need of well qualified 
people in counseling and placement services in nursing. 
Her contribution can be more in the field of ideas and the 
teaching of others than in giving direct service to patients 
herself. There are many paths open to her.” 

. But first Katharine must complete the requirements 
for the B.S. in nursing. With her determination and game- 
ness, she will do this by September 1954. 

Though severely damaged by polio, Katharine has a 
real future, thanks to her own courage and patient per- 
sistence coupled with skilled help by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, its Warm Springs rehabilitation 
center, and the doctors, nurses and physical therapists who 
attended her. Certainly they should be as proud of her 
y she is grateful to them for making possible al] the 
pcessary care and rehabilitation treatments.

(Then you subtract your 
exemptions to find your net tax- 
able income.)

NE of the greatest ndvel- 
() ists of modern times was 

the Russian, Dostoievski. 
While most writers interested 
themselves in social or psycho- 
logical problems, this novelist 
looked into the future and de- 
scribed the workings of evil at 
white heat. 

Living in the nineteenth 
century, he foresaw Commu- 
nism and wrote so clearly 
about it that one would think 
he knew Stalin and Malenkov. 
He saw that the conscience of 
the twentieth century would 
be different from the con- 
science of previous centuries, 
principally because men then 
would have lost some of their 
eternal moorings, Hence the 
great contrast between two 
murderers in Shakespeare's 
“Macbeth” and in Dostoiev- 
ski’s “Crime and Punishment.”

MACBETH had a conscience 
after his crime, and was 


troubled about judgment. The 
medical student of “Crime and 
Punishment” committed the 
same crime as Macbeth, but he 
could not understand what 
Macbeth called “remorse.” He 
was lonely in the world despite 
his efforts to drown himself in 
the crowds; life had lost all 
significance and meaning. He 
had ‘rejected the idea of guilt 
but could mot, as no one can, 
escape its effects. 

The German philosopher 
Picard, speaking of this sur- 
render of conscience and de- 
nial of personal guilt, says: 
“The change seems not to 
have come from the people 
themselves, but to have been 
cast over them by an outside 
agent: it seems as if the for- 
mer faces had been attacked

AFTER DEPICTING the 
distorted and psychotic mind, 
Dostoievski, at the close of his 
novel, speaks of the “Plague 
from Asia.” 

“He dreamed in his illness 
that the whole world was 
about to succumb to a fearful, 
unheard of and unprecedented 


plague, which was coming 
from the depths of Asia across 
Europe. Everyone was des- 
tined to perish except a few 
chosen souls. New trichinae 
had appeared, microscopic 
creatures who embedded them- 
selves in human bodies. But 
these creatures were intelli- 
gent spirits, equipped with un- 
derstanding and will. The 
people in whom they were 
embedded at once became as 
if possessed and insane, But 
never had people believed 
themselves so clearly and un- 
shakeably wise as these in- 
fected people. , . . Whole vil- 
lages, cities and nations were 
infected and behaved like 
madmen. All were in great 
unrest and could not undera 
stand one another. No one 
knew whom or what to con- 
demn, there was no agreement 
as to what was to be regarded 
as good and what was evil.” 

Dostoievski was not describ- 
ing a biological “bug” but a 
state of mind, pragmatism, 
communism, indifference, ma- 
terialism which would sweep 
the world, He foresaw mil- 
lions who would have a senti- 
ment for peace, but no philos- 
ophy of justice; a sentimental 
attachment to goodness but an 
unwillingness to deny the ego 
and its pleasures; an uncom- 
fortableness about the use of 
force but knees that refused 
to bend in humility to ask for 
grace. 


— * * 

THE PLAGUE OF ASIA is 
to a great extent Communism. 
But that microbe would never 
become a plague if there were 
not minds already diseased or 
weak who were ripe for its 
infection. 

Our Western civilization 
after World War II is like the 
empty house mentioned by 
Our Lord in the Gospels. We 
drove out two of the totali- 
tarian devils, but since we did 
not put God back in the house, 
seven other devils, worse than 
the first, are moving in. 

The Plague of Asia will not 
be met with atomic bombs. 
There will be no awakening 
until the consciences have 
been reawakened, family life 
restored, and Christ removed 
from the stable to. the inn, 
and, we might add, the U.N.

Of course the most delight- 
ful character is Mendele, the 
bookseller, who trundles his 
books down the theater aisle 
in a baby carriage, with the 
bell ringing as he _ trudges 
along. He took me back to the 
days of my girlhood when I 
was much more familiar with 
the lower East Side than I am 
now. He so evidently likes his 
books, and he tells the audi- 
ence about each play.

BECAUSE THESE WRIT- 
ERS were Jewish, do not get 
the idea that these plays are 
not in themselves of impor- 
tance for all of us to see who 
enjoy a truly artistic perform- 
ance. Everyone should see 
them and remember that in 
the cast, which, by the way, is 
an interracial group, there are 
Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews playing the various parts. 

It recalls to those who have 
known other countries per- 
haps the ghettos of Europe. It 


seemed to me more like the 
East Side of my girlhood than 
like much that one sees there 
today, but there is a quality 
of all-timeness about the writ- 
ings and the . performance 
which will make young and 
old, I think, appreciate the 
meaning. I doubt if anyone 
can leave the small Barbizon 
Plaza without having a sense 
of being deeply moved, as well 
as having enjoyed an evening 
of near artistic perfection.
